FOREWORD 

In  1936  the  Division  of  University  Extension 
began  a  program  of  extramural  classes  in  Exten- 
sion for  teachers  so  that  they  might  have  the 
advantages  of  in-service  training  at  convenient 
centers.  To  the  extent  that  staff  was  available, 
extramural  classes  were  conducted  in  cities  where 
local  facilities  could  be  provided  and  a  sufficient 
enrollment  was  assured.  The  many  teachers  taking 
these  courses  is  a  good  indication  of  the  value  they 
derive  from  the  program. 

Permanent  centers  were  established  the  first  se- 
mester of  this  year.  Courses  are  now  scheduled  in 
advance  for  not  less  than  two  years  with  options 
available  to  the  student.  The  student  under  this 
plan  is  able  to  develop  a  planned  program  of  study, 
and  the  College  of  Education,  which  must  staff 
many  of  the  courses,  can  assure  that  provision  has 
been  made  for  them  and  can  strengthen  its  ad- 
visory service  to  the  extramural  student. 

Nine  centers  for  education  courses,  distributed 
geographically,  were  selected  after  considerable 
study.  Three  of  the  graduate  courses  in  education 
are  offered  in  each  center  each  semester,  and  the 
extramural  offerings  in  education  (other  than 
Agricultural,  Home  Economics,  and  Industrial 
Education)  are  limited  to  these  centers. 

Graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  for  teachers 
and  librarians  in  Health  and  Physical  Education, 
Library  Science  and  in  subject  matter  fields  are 
still  available  for  scheduling  elsewhere  on  the  basis 
of  interest  and  need.

GRADUATE   EDUCATION   COURSES 

The  Graduate  Education  program  provides  for  extra- 
mural work  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Education. 
A  minimum  of  eight  units  of  graduate  work  is  required. 
At  least  four  of  the  eight  units  must  be  earned  in  resi- 
dence on  the  campus  either  in  summer  session  or  during 
the  regular  school  year.  The  general  requirements  of  the 
Graduate  College  governing  minor  fields  apply  to  this 
degree.  This  degree  is  designed  for  teachers,  supervisors, 
administrative  officers,  and  others  engaged  in  educational 
work  demanding  broad,  fundamental,  and  practical  prep- 
aration and  the  ability  to  use  professionally  the  contribu- 
tions of  research  and  philosophy.  In  addition  to  general 
requirements,  the  work  presented  for  admission  must  in- 
clude a  minimum  of  sixteen  semester  hours  in  Education 
with    a    grade    point    average   of    3.5    for   all    Education 
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courses.  The  responsibility  of  clearing  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  this  degree  rests  with  the  student. 

Students  beginning  graduate  study  through  the  extra- 
mural program  must  arrange  to  come  to  the  campus  and 
have  an  advisor  assigned  by  the  College  of  Education 
before  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  in  which  they  are 
registered.  Graduate  Education  courses  for  the  next  four 
semesters  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  bulletin. 


OTHER   GRADUATE   COURSES 

In  general,  students  must  meet  the  requirements  of 
both  the  Graduate  College  and  the  college  or  school  in 
which  the  degree  is  to  be  taken.  The  responsibility  for 
clearing  all  requirements  with  the  Graduate  College  and 
the  college  or  school  conferring  the  degree  rests  with  the 
student. 


REQUIREMENTS   FOR  ADMISSION 

Registration  in  any  of  these  courses  does  not  neces- 
sarily imply  registration  in  the  Graduate  College  of  the 
University  of  Illinois.  There  are  three  different  types  of 
admission  to  these  courses: 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  College  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge.  Regis- 
tration as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at  any 
future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course  attended  by 
him  as  a  visitor. 

admission  to  regular  standing  in  the  graduate 
college.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Graduate  College  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  College 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work  to- 
wards a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered  on  the 
Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

admission  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  A 
student  who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses 
listed,  with  approval  of  the  instructor,  but  will  not  re- 
ceive credit  toward  an  advanced  degree. 

REGISTRATION   PROCEDURE 

Each  of  the  courses  consists  of  sixteen  class  sessions 
unless  otherwise  noted.  Courses  numbered  in  the  four 
hundreds  are  graduate  courses.  Courses  numbered  in  the 
three  hundreds  are  open  to  both  graduate  and  advanced 
undergraduate  students.  Courses  in  the  two  hundreds  and 
one  hundreds  are  undergraduate  courses.  Courses  for 
graduate  credit  may  be  taken  only  by  those  who  qualify 
for  admission  to  the  Graduate  College. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  course  the  instructor  will 
outline  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done  and  answer 
questions  of  prospective  students,  registration  materi- 
als    and     instructions     will     be     issued    at     this 
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Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  courses  who 
expect  to  be  candidates  for  degrees  should  obtain  official 
transcripts  of  credits  from  all  institutions  attended  other 
than  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  should  have  such 
transcripts  available  in  the  Office  of  Admissions  by  the 
first  meeting  of  the  class.  Those  who  have  been  previously 
registered  as  candidates  for  degrees  at  the  University 
should  not  resubmit  transcripts. 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  will  be  completed 
by  mail  immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the 
class.  No  registration  is  complete  until  all  registration 
forms  have  been  submitted  and  approved,  and  fees  paid 
in  full.  Registration  forms  received  after  the  fourth  meet- 
ing of  the  class  will  not  be  accepted. 

CREDIT  AND   FEES 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not  register 
for  more  than  one  unit  of  work  each  semester.  Not 
more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit  in  extramural 
courses  may  be  earned  during  an  academic  year.  Not 
more  than  four  units  of  graduate  credit  earned  in  extra- 
mural courses  may  be  counted  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  is  acceptable 
beyond  a  Master's  degree  in  individual  cases  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  major  department  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  College,  providing 
approval  is  obtained  at  the  time  of  registration.  Courses 
at  the  400  level  are  not  open  to  undergraduate  students 
for  credit. 

Visitors  may  register  in  multiple  credit  courses  by 
paying  the  lowest  fee  assessable  in  the  course. 

refunds:  In  general,  no  refunds  of  fees  will  be 
made.  However,  in  exceptional  cases,  application  for  a 
partial  refund  may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Supervisor 
of  Extramural  Classes.  Such  application  must  present 
substantial  and  convincing  evidence  of  incapacity  to  pur- 
sue the  course  as  a  result  of  circumstances  not  within  the 
control  of  the  student.  No  refund  will  be  made  for  with- 
drawal effected  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.

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GENERAL   INFORMATION 

REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  is  completed  by 
mail  immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the  class. 
At  the  first  meeting  the  instructor  outlines  the  nature 
of  the  course  and  answers  questions  of  prospective  stu- 
dents. Registration  materials  and  instructions  are  issued 
at  this  meeting. 

Registration  is  not  complete  until  all  registration 
forms  have  been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions 
and  approved,  and  fees  paid  in  full.  Registration  forms 
and  fees  received  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class 
will  not  be  accepted. 

Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  credit 
courses  who  expect  to  be  admitted  to  regular  standing  or 
as  candidates  for  degrees  should  obtain  official  transcripts 
from  all  institutions  attended  other  than  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  should  have  such  transcripts  available  in 
the  Office  of  Admissions  by  the  first  meeting  of  the 
class.  Those  who  have  previously  registered  with  the 
University,  and,  therefore,  have  transcripts  on  file, 
should  not  resubmit  them. 

CREDIT  AND  FEES 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  classes  cannot  be  counted 
as  residence  credit.  Candidates  for  certain  degrees  may, 
however,  apply  up  to  sixty  undergraduate  semester  hours 
toward  the  baccalaureate  degree  or  four  units  toward  the 
master's  degree  for  credits  earned  in  the  extramural 
program,  if  other  University  requirements  have  been  met 
and  approval  is  secured  for  courses  pursued  from  the 
college  or  school  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  taken. 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not 
register  for  more  than  one  unit  of  graduate  work  each 
semester,  and  not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate 
credit  in  extramural  courses  may  be  earned  during  an 
academic  year.  Courses  at  the  400  level  are  not  open 
to  undergraduate  students  for  credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  undergraduate  extramural 
students  who  are  employed  full  time  register  for  no 
more  than  six  semester  hours  of  work  each  semester. 

Auditors  or  visitors  may  register  in  credit  courses  by 
obtaining  consent  of  the  instructor.  They  must,  however, 
pay  regular  fees  asssesed  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of 
multiple  credit  courses  the  visitor  pays  the  lowest  fee 
assessable. 

Credits  given  by  the  courses  and  fees  assessable  are 
listed  with  the  course  descriptions  for  each  of  the  courses 
in  this  bulletin. 

GRADES 

The  system  of  grading  is  as  follows:  "A,"  excellent; 
"B,"  good;  "C,"  fair;  "D,"  poor  (but  passing);  "E," 
failure. 

Official  transcripts  of  grades  are  sent  to  extramural 
students  who  have  completed  courses  only  upon  specific 
request  to  the  Recorder's  Office. 
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UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES 

Undergraduate  extramural  courses  are  open  to  all 
applicants  who  can  meet  course  prerequisites  and  Uni- 
versity entrance  requirements.  The  Dean  of  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  may  also  approve  the  applications 
of  those  eighteen  years  or  more  of  age  who  are  unable 
to  meet  University  entrance  requirements,  when  in  his 
opinion  they  can  pursue  the  course  with  success. 

Students  enrolling  in  extramural  undergraduate 
classes  who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  meet  gen- 
eral requirements  of  the  University  with  respect  to  resi- 
dence, military  training,  hygiene,  physical  education,  and 
rhetoric.  They  must  also  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  curriculum  selected  in  regard  to  electives  and  the 
total  number  of  hours  required  for  graduation.  In  addi- 
tion, minimum  scholarship  requirements  which  the  Uni- 
versity has  approved  for  the  college  or  school  must 
be  met. 

GRADUATE  COURSES 

In  general  graduate  students  must  meet  the  require- 
ments of  both  the  Graduate  College  and  the  college  or 
school  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  taken.  The  responsi- 
bility for  clearing  all  requirements  with  the  Graduate 
College  and  the  college  or  school  conferring  the  degree 
rests  with  the  student. 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bul- 
letin does  not  necessarily  imply  registration  in  the 
Graduate  College  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  There  are 
three  different  types  of  admission  to  graduate  courses: 

ADMISSION      TO      REGULAR     STANDING     IN     THE     GRADUATE 

college.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Graduate  College  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  College 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work 
towards  a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered  on 
the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

ADMISSION  NOT  AS  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  A  DEGREE.  A  Stu- 
dent who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses 
listed,  with  approval  of  the  instructor,  but  will  not  receive 
credit  toward  an  advanced  degree. 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  College  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge. 
Registration  as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at 
any  future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course  attended 
bv  him  as  a  visitor. 


GRADUATE  EDUCATION  COURSES 

The  Graduate  Education  program  provides  for  extra- 
mural work  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Education. 
A  minimum  of  eight  units  of  graduate  work  is  required. 
At  least  four  of  the  eight  units  must  be  earned  in  resi- 
dence on  the  campus  either  in  summer  session  or  during 
the  regular  school  year.  The  general  requirements  of  the 
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Graduate  College  governing  minor  fields  apply  to  this 
degree.  This  degree  is  designed  for  teachers,  supervisors, 
administrative  officers,  and  others  engaged  in  educational 
work  demanding  broad,  fundamental,  and  practical  prep- 
aration and  the  ability  to  use  professionally  the  con- 
tributions of  research  and  philosophy.  In  addition  to 
general  requirements,  admission  to  graduate  work  in 
Education  requires  a  grade  point  average  of  at  least  3.5 
in  the  last  fifty  per  cent  of  hours  completed  to  secure 
the  bachelor's  degree.  The  work  presented  for  admission 
must  also  include  a  minimum  of  sixteen  semester  hours  in 
Education  with  a  grade  point  average  of  3.5  for  all 
Education  courses.  The  responsibility  of  clearing  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  degree  rests  with  the  student. 

Students  beginning  graduate  study  through  the  extra- 
mural program  must  arrange  to  come  to  the  campus  and 
meet  with  an  advisor  assigned  by  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion before  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  in  which  they 
are  registered. 

MILITARY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in  1919, 
amended  in  1943  and  1951,  provides  Military  Scholar- 
ships for  veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II, 
and  for  veterans  who  served  during  the  period  of  the 
emergency  following  World  War  II,  who  were  residents 
of  the  state  of  Illinois  or  students  of  the  University  at  the 
time  of  enlistment.  The  scholarship  exempts  the  holder 
from  the  payment  of  tuition  only,  for  a  period  of  four 
years.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions  and  Records  of  the  University  of  Illinois  prior 
to  registration  in  an  extramural  course  if  the  scholarship 
is  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  tuition.  Honorable  discharge 
papers  or  a  photostat  thereof  must  be  submitted  with  the 
application. 

VETERANS'  INFORMATION 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  G.I.  Bill  must 
present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from  the  Veterans 
Administration  at  the  time  of  registration  or  be  prepared 
to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.  If  the  veteran  pays  the 
fee  and  later  presents  the  Certificate  of  Eligibility  to  the 
University,  a  refund  of  the  prorated  share  of  the  fee 
covering  the  period  beginning  with  the  date  training  is 
authorized  will  be  made.  Certificates  must  show  approval 
for  a  specific  course  of  training  at  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Applications  for  withdrawal  and  refund  must  be 
made  to  the  Extramural  Office  in  writing.  Withdrawal 
forms  are  then  sent  to  the  student.  If  the  student  pre- 
sents substantial  and  convincing  evidence  of  inability  to 
pursue  the  course  as  a  result  of  circumstances  not  within 
his  control,  withdrawal  will  be  approved  without  penalty. 
In  general,  no  refund  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  ef- 
fected after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.
